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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
invention: 

Species A, drawn to a three-dimensional molecular assembly, formed on a 
substrate, as depicted in Figure 2, and described in the specification on pages 9 and 
11-21. 

Species B, drawn to a three-dimensional molecular assembly, formed on a 
substrate, as depicted in Figures 5a-5i, and described in the specification on pages 10 
and 21-24. 

Species C, drawn to a three-dimensional molecular assembly, formed on a 
substrate, as depicted in Figures 6a-6i, and described in the specification on pages 10 
and 24-27. 

Please note that presently the method claims, as written, are considered obvious 
in view of the claimed device structure, so a restriction of method from device is not 
presently made. However, examiner reserves the right to impose such a restriction 
should prosecution cause the limitations of the method claims to diverge from the 
limitations of the device claims. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, A, 
B, or C, for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims appear to examiner to be 
generic.
